Protection of Foreigners.

The talk of Owen as a running 
mate for Gov. Wilson on the demo­ 
cratic ticket has in a way gotten Sen 
Gore's goat, and he is now hovering 
as close' to the throne of Woodrow 
Wilson of Princeton, New Jersey, as 
is his colleague, the junior senator 
from Oklahoma. 
Senator Gore has had several con­ 
ferences with agents of Gov. Wilson 
and as a result the strength of the 
blind senator in Oklahoma, it is said, 
has been promised to the “college 
professor from Princeton, New Jer­ 
sey.” In spite of Wall street’s inform 
a1 endorsement of Wilson for presi­ 
dent on the democratic ticket, there 
is a large coterie of New York dem­ 
ocrats in Congress who say that Gov, 
Wilson will have to go some to car­ 
ry the Empire state and that no man 
can haj>e to win without the support 
of the New York delegation. 
The Wilson presidential boom has 
been given impetus the past week, 
however, especially since his 7000 
mile tour of the west and South has 
been announced. 
Senators Gore and Owen will like­ 
ly have charge of the Wilson cam­ 
paign in Oklahoma but the acute stud 
ents of the political game in the new 
state especially among the Oklahoma 
delegation generally in congress are 
of the firm belief that Senator Owen 
will be opposed for a renomination 
to the senate, by former Gov. Hask­ 
ell, and that the Indian senator had 
better attend to his own knitting, 
rather than attempt to direct the 
define® of che delegation from Okla­ 
homa to the national democratic con­ 
vention which will assemble next 
year. 
•Senator Owen really, has his mind 
on the vice presidency, or his eagle 
eye focused upon a cabinet job, in 
case tie New Jersey man should 
manage to land in the presidential 
chair, according 
to 
some 
of

friends although be is never losing 
sight of the main chance when it 
comes to a renomination to the sen­ 
ate. 
Senator Owen is possibly the only 
person familiar with Oklahoma poli­ 
tics in Washington, that does not be­ 
lieve Gov.

The vital committee of the sen­ 
ate, that on finance, is headed by 
Senator Boise Penrose, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 


Senators and Representatives Com­ 
pared. 
The United States Senate has only 
92 members. The U. 3. House of Rep­ 
resentatives has 391 
i^embn®, 
or 
4 1-4 times as many members as the 
senate; and yet the -two chambers of 
congress have equal powers in shap­ 
ing and vitalizing the legislation of 
the 
Nation. 
So 
that, 
legislatively- 
speaking, one Senator is equal to 
4 1-4 representatives. 
But the senate p-ssesses treaty- 
ratifying and appointm nt-confirming 
powers, not shared by the house, 
which give the senate a rein on the 
executive department of government; 
and these latter power* give a sen­ 
ator a voice, weight and influence 
not 
wielded 
by 
a 
representative. 
Hence, a1 *stracily speaking, one sen­ 
ator exercises the prestige, power 
and influence of at least five repre­ 
sentatives on the total powers and 
functions cf government. 
But either a Senator s or a R pre­ 
ventative’s relative influence on leg­ 
islation Is augmented or decreased 
materially and vitally by his com­ 
mittee-assignment 3.

The one “On Finance” ta the rn os; 
important and powerful committee of 
the United States senate. It is the 
“ways and means” committee of that 
august body. The senate its lf is 
} powerless to consider any revenue 
measure without the consent of eight 
of the fifteen cantors who consti­ 
tute tits finance committee. Tariff re­ 
vision, an income-tax, the pending 
Canadian reciprocity- agreement and 
the pending “farmer's bill" are all 
revenue measures; and, before the 
senate may consider any one of these 
a majority of its finance committee 
must consent to its being reported 
for that purpose. But the deafness of 
the regular republican senators to 
the demands of the peopto for sub­ 
stantial rtlief-legislauoq alang rev­ 
enue line® in the form of tariff re­ 
duction® is made manifest in the fact 
that in recently reforming the per­ 
sonnel of its finance committee, the 
.enate standpatters appropriated to 
themselves eight of the places on this 
great committee and gave the tar­ 
iff-reductionists only seven places on 
it. So chat, before the majority of 
the senate (who* are tariff-re\ Isioo- 
ists) can consider any measure look­ 
ing to that end, they must first se­ 
cure the consent of these eight s?tand 
patters or of at least one of them 
who, combining with La Follette and 
six democrats, may form a temporary 
majority tor the purpose of permit­ 
ting the senate to consider such a 
measure.
